THE CHINESE QUESTION. 

Times Star.— The Supreme Court of the 
I'nited States has affirmed the constitu- 
tionality of the Geary Act for the depor 
tation of non -registered Chinese, five of 
the Justices affirming and three dissent- 
ing. Justice Harlan being absent. * * 
In giving his dissenting opinion Jus- 
tice Field characterized the act as "inhu- 
man and brutal" aud the decision of the 
court in sustaining it ns "fraught with 
the gravest dangers to the priceless con 
stitutional liberties of the people." Chief 
Justice Fuller aud Justice Brewer also 
dissented. A motion was made for a re- 
hearing and an argument before a full 
bench, and the court took the motion 
under advisement. * • Assuming that 
the Geary Act is constitutional, several 
other questions arise about which people 
will differ in opinion as widely as do the 
Justices of the Supreme Court. Is it a 
sufficient defense that the Government 
has the power to expel Chinese lawfully 
and peacefully dwelling in the United 
States? It is not unworthy of a great 
and liberty loving Nation that it should 
justify its acts on no higher ground than 
brute force instead of wisdom or justice! 
Suppose China, following the American 
example, should expel all the Americans 
from China, simply because she has the 
power to do so. LIow could America 
protest? Or suppose that under 
nothing Administration America should 
oxpol all Norwegians or Irish or Italians 
from American soil. Are the constltu 
tional rights of any race moro secure than 
those of tho Chinese? Where is the line 
to be drawn between races under a con 
stitutlon which forbids all discrimination 
on account of race? Tho Geary Act is 
un American in that it doprives the ac 
cused of the right of trial by jury and 
compels him to be a witness against him 
self. It Is ex pom fcto in its operation 
and places liberty and property at thi 
hazard of magisterial decision alone in 
stead of at the verdict of one's peers. 
Well may Justice Field speak of such a 
measure as "fraught with the gravost 
dangers to the priceless constitutional 
liberties of tho people."

"AN EXPLOSION 

In an Illinois Glucose Factory 
Wrecks tho Works, 



i Lives are Crushed Out in 
'the Ruins. 



Gf.nbva, 111., May 18.-Wtth a roar 
that waa heard three miles away and I 
concussion that shook every house and 
shattered half the windows in the town 
the plant of the Charles L. I«ope Olu 
cose works blew up Wednesday after- 
\noon. Seven men were instantly killed 
and only one other waa Injured, and he 
not bo badly as to confine him to the 
house for more than a week. 

The oauso of the explosion Is not 
known, and It is doubtful if it will over 
be. It occurred in the third story near 
a quarter which Is often used In the 
work of the plant, but which is said to 
have been lying idle Wednesday. The 
only man who could give any informa- 
tion regarding the explosion Is lying 
dead beneath tons of mingled brick and 
masonry. This is August .Innsen, who 
had charge of that portion of the fac- 
tory, and he was the only man in the 
immediate vicinity of the generator 
when the explosion occurred. His as- 
sistant Victor Anderson, is also dead, 
having been blown through a third 
story window and his body fearfully 
mangled. 

The mill was a substantial three- 
story brick structure, the boilex and 
dust rooms being on the first floor far 
from the soene of the explosion. The 
explosion took out the entire western 
side of the building, hurling the brick* 
and heavy machinery fully 100 feet 
from the base line of the building. A 
wild panic ensued among the seventy- 
five employes who were at work whe-n 
the accident occurred, and several of 
them sustained serious bruises in the 
mad rush made for the open air. Many 
of those In the second-story concluded 
that the descent of a stairway was too 
slow a business for them and jumped 
from the windows to the ground, and 
to the roofs of several shtvls which 
stand close to the sides of the main 
building. A dense crowd was quickly 
around the wreck and the work oi 
rescue begun at once. All the bodies 
save that of Jansen were quickly re- 
covered and removed to an improvised 
morgue in a planing mill across the 
street. J onsen's body is buried 
so deeply beneath the debris that 
it will be impossible to reach 
it before Thursday. Of the dead 
men Strom, Victor Anderson, Eh- 
mund and Kclburg were unmorriod, 
the others leaving families. Jansen 
had been in the country but a short 
time, and his wife and' family are In 
Sweden. Charles L. Pope, the head of 
the concern, said Wednesday night that 
his loss would U' about #150,000. and 
that, while lie was fully protected 
it Are, he carried no accident in-
